—The American government to- 
day awaited Japanese and world 
reaction to the most solemn warn- 
ing and protest which has con- 
fronted Japan In her determined 
drive to subdue China, 


American 
diplomatic

prodded into emphatic opposition 
to Japanese tactics, hoped that the 
state department's vigorous note, 
delivered yesterday in 
Tokyo, 


would serve in a measure to stay 
Japan's hand in China. 


The note, in effect, challenged 


Japan's right under international 
law to bomb any densely populated 
urban area, even though military 
objectives might be involved. It 
implied a warning as to the conse- 
quences of any bombing operations 
which result in extensive destruc- 
tion of non-combatant 
life and 


non-military property. 


Not* Emphatic, Clear 


Although couched in diplomatic 


phraseology, the note was empha- 
tic and clear. It not only stated 
this government's attitude in vig- 
orous terms but also appeared to 
demand that Japan reply and com- 
mit herself to a future policy. _- 


Japanese 
embassy 
officials 


promptly replied that their govern- 
ment has repeatedly advised the 
United. States it does no*4ntend to 
bombard civilian, populations or 


* 
foreign property*, that its objective 
Is only to destroy military centers. 


The embassy said this was not 


a specific reply to the American 
representation but had been con- 
veyed to this government as a 
statement of general policy. 


The American note was formal 


and requires a formal reply under 
normal 
diplomatic 
procedure. 


Whether such a reply Is actually 
being made the Japanese declined 
to say, and state department of- 
ficials considered it problematic 
whether the Japanese would heed 
the warning in the American note.

"We accepted our posts in peace 


time and we don't intend to break 
faith now," Andrus said, "even 
though it may mean staying until 
the last man. We realize the re- 
sponsibility of staying in the war 
zone is ours alone. Many Ameri- 
cans have seen wholesale murder 
of non-combatants, bombing of 
women and children hospitals and 
schools, all • of no military value. 
We believe our opinions are those 
of all Americans In China."

Equipment Returned 


The city's spirit was high and 


conditions were normal — except 
for the thousands of newly made 
dugouts. The American embassy 
brought its equipment and person- 
al effects of staff^members back 
from the gunboats 
Luzon and 


Guam to the embassy building in 
a fleet of trucks. Families of Chi- 
nese staff members remained in 
empty rooms in the buildings. Of 
64 registered Americans who were 
in Nanking and its neighborhood 
before the Japanese death raid 
warning, 11 have left, 27 are pre- 
paring to leave, 10 say they will 
stay whatever happens, and 16 are 
remaining temporarily. 


The Japanese dropped about 130 


bombs, some hardly larger than 
hand grenades — probably incen- 
diary bombs, of which many were 
used. Official reports said that 20 
persons were killed. 
It was ad- 


mitted that some wounded might 
die.

iteration of assurances that Ameri- 
can lives and property would be 
protected would be far from satis- 
factory to the United States. Yes- 
terday's note pointed out that "no 
amount of solicitude" on the part 
of authorities will ensure 
the 


safety of persons or property when 
an area is being bombed. 


The American note was sent af- 


ter weeks of effort to avoid en- 
tanglement in the Hino-Japanese 
hostilities. Diplomatic: officials had 
refrained from formal protests un- 
til the renewed vigor of the Japan- 
ese drive, coupled v/ith bombing 
of Nanking and other areas filled 
with non-combatants, made repre- 
sentations unavoidable. 


Oral Protests Ignored 


Oral protests delivered to Japan- 


ese Ambassador Hirosi Saito here 
and to foreign Minister Koki Hir- 
ota in Tokyo failed to halt the 
bombing of Nanking. After leng- 
thy conferences, in which President 
Roosevelt presumably took part, 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
drafted the note and instructed 
American Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew to deliver it in Tokyo. 


The note was at once a warn- 


ing, a protest and a call for Japan 
to consider the consequences of 
precipitous actions which might 
set the world aflame. 


The note protested : 
That aerial bombing of Nanking 


violates every principle of law and 
humanity: that Japan's advance 
warning that Nanking was to be 
bombed was inadequate, even if 
American nationals were able to 
find places of sure safety 
else- 


where; that the American govern- 
ment objects to being placed in a 
position in which Its ambassador 
to a foreign nation must 
either 


abandon his post or be exposed to 
grave dangers; that the American 
government resents being ordered 
to withdraw from areas in which 
embassy officials are carrying on 
legitimate activities. 


The note warned; 
That the United States stands 


prepared to enforce all its rights, 
both on its own behalf and in be- 
half of its nationals, for damages 
which might result from Japanese 
bombing or other military opera- 
tions.

(UP)—Fire that exploded 125,000 
gallons of stored inflammables at 
the Standard Oil company plant, 
and threatened for five hours to 
destroy the city's Industrial dis- 
trict, was subdued suddenly today 
with chemicals. 


Great storage tanks of gasoline, 


crude oil and naphtha exploded, 
shaking the neighborhood with the 
force of a minor earthquake. The 
roar was heard throughout the 
city. 


Millions of dollars worth of prop- 


erty was endangered before fire- 
men maneuvered ten truckloads of 
foamite, a chemical, to where they 
could play it on the leaping flames. 


Estimates Run High 


Estimates of the damage ranged 


from $200,000 to $300,000. 


From 8 o'clock last night until 1 


a. m. today, the entire southside 
manufacturing center of the city 
fay at the mercy of the first strong 
gust of wind that 
might 
have 


sprung up. 


Nearly 50 fire companies stood 


by helplessly watching the flames 
spread from one storage tank to 
another and consume office build- 
ings, loading sheds and garages 
on the Standard 
Oil company's 


four block reservation. 


Two tanks containing 46,000 gal- 


lons each, and two smaller tanks 
with 15,000 gallons each of gaso- 
line, naphtha and crude oil in sep- 
arate compartments burst 
with 


deafening detonations. 


Some of the compartments ex- 


ploded separately. Billows of flam* 
shot hundreds of feet in the air. 
Rolling masses of smoke settled 
down to earth and choked 
th< 


neighborhood. 


Walls Red Hot 


Seven great tanks holding 400, 


000 gallons of inflammables each

their own farms—the small and 
big business men and nearly all 
the Republicans are shouting the 
praises of Senator Burke. 


During the current year Senator 


Burke has received some 18,000 let- 
ters from his Nebraska constitu- 
ents. 
Approximately 10 per cent 


of these 
denounce Burke. 
The 


others commend him, his office 
says. 
Burke's emenies say they 


did not bother writing him letters 
of protest. His friends say he is 
more popular in the state today 
than ever before. 


Only an election will answer the 


question of Burke's strength. In- 
asmuch as he is not up for re- 
nomination until 1940 it Is too 
early to attempt forecasting the 
outcome. Already, however, friends 
of Gov. Roy L. Cochran, the state's 
popular governor, who may break 
the state's precedent and run for 
a third term for governor, and 
Omaha's popular Mayor Dan V. 
Butler, have launched campaigns 
for Burke's seat. 


A Free-For-AH Predicted 


In any event, indications are 


now that the greatest free-for-all 
fight in Nebraska's turbulent poll- 
leal" history win be waged In the 
Democratic primary in 1940—all 
for Burke's senatorial toga. 


There is a parallel, too, in the 


Norris-Burkc campaigns. 
When 


Republicans threatened reprisals 
against Norris in 1930 for his sup- 
porting Smith as against Hoover 
in 1928, Democrats went into the 
primary and 
into the general 


election and loyally and enthusias- 
tically supported Norris. 
It is 


agreed that it was the Democratic 
support which he received in 1930 
which won for him a victory over 
the late Gilbert M. Hitchcock, the 
Democratic nominee. 


So, now, Republicans are offer- 


ing to help financially, and with 
votes, if there are to be anj' retal- 
iatory tactics against Burke for 
his supreme court fight.

Norris always has favored gov- 


ernment regulation of industry, 
agriculture and labor. Burke, on 
the other hand, has vigorously op- 
posed "too much" regulation in 
industry, agriculture and labor.

At that hour most of the clocks 


turned ahead an hour at 2 A.M. 
last April 25—depriving millions 
of an hour of sleep—will be turned 
back an hour, theoretically making 
up for that equally theoretical loss 
Those who like to juggle figures 
estimate that New York City alone 
will gain a total of eight centuries 
of sleep that night. 


The Merchants Association of 


New York, one of the organiza- 
tion* most active in the crusade 
for daylight saving, today noted 
the great strides made in its cam- 
paign. In the United States about 
30,000,000 persona were affected 
by daylight saving this year. 


Europe Has "Summer Time" 
In addition 3,000,000 Canadians 


and 100,000,000 persons In 
five 


European countries—France, Por- 
tugal, Belgium, Great Britain and 
Holland — aJao observed "summer 
time." 


"Daylight saving is more suc- 


cessful now than ever before," the 
Merchants Association 
reported. 


"Many states had wider observ- 
ance this year than last and more 
will join next year. The practice 
has even spread 
to 
Argentina, 


which will gd on daylight saving 
next year." 


Not all of the states and nations 


which have summer time change 
over to standard or normal time 
on Sept. 26. Most of the United 
States turns back the clock on that 
day, however, Including New York 
State which has 10,000,000 of its 
residents on Eastern 
Daylight 


Time. 


Campaigns in West 


The most notable extension of 


daylight time this year was 
in 


Denver, which officially adopted 
it for the first time. Vigorous cam- 
paigns for adoption are being con- 
ducted in Reno, Nev., 
and 
San 


Francioco. Other noteworthy ex- 
tensions include New Hampshire 
where, despite a state law prohibit- 
ing the public display of daylight 
saving time, the list of towns ob- 
•erving the new hours was so large 
the legislature passed a bill in May 
making daylight time legal. 


As usual this daylight 
saving 


period brought forth its crop of 
oddities. The Buffalo and Niagara 
Electric 
Company in New York 


State complained that the new 
time had cost a total of 60,000 elec- 
tric light hours a day because ap- 
proximately 30,000 families who 
used to stay home in the evening 
now hurried through supper and 
spent an hour out each evening. 


Confusion Is Widespread 


The New York Telephone Com- 


pany reported last April that it 
had 190,000 
phone 
calls 
from 


harassed subscribers who wanted 
to know what the right time was 
and did they have to move the 
clock backward or forward. 


Ellsworth Reming of Buffalo, a 


daylight town, went to Rochester, 
a standard time town, and got a 
parking ticket for overstaying a 
zone. He explained that the change 
in times had confused him and the 
traffic charge against him was dis- 
missed.

Head injuries should be cause tot

Ruptured muscle* ar« far com* 


moner than IB supposed. One typi« 
cal one is "tennis leg", which is a 
rupture of the calf muscles, or a 
tear of the large tendon going to 
the heel. The history of such cases 
is typical. At the time the playe* 
springs or attempts to spring, o* 
suddenly turns the body with thd 
legs held straight, he produces a 
sharp twist of the muscles. Tennis 
players feel a surprising sudden 
pain In the calf as though hit by a 
stone, and then fall to the ground. 
They can hardly be convinced that 
they were not hit by a stone. They 
think the fall ruptured the muscle, 
but the rupture was primary. 
These ruptures can be repaired 
surgically. 


Adhesive plaster is the best 


means of treating ankle and knee 
sprains. It is not necessary to make 
a pretty job. The adhesive strips 
should be torn narrow, and many 
narrow ones used rather than a 
few broad ones. The skin should 
be shaved before application.
